He added that about two-thirds 
of the refugees admitted to Canada 
were not Jewish, but other people 
who had fled from the tyranny of 
Fascist states. 

Reading from the statement he 
made in the House of Commons 
for the C.C.F. on this question, he 
sharply criticized having govern-

All’s Well That Ends Well 


Mr. Justice Jackson, in his report on 
the affairs of the Eastern Irrigation Dis- 
trict, finds there were irregularities in 
policy and method “‘in a strict interpreta- 
tion of the law”, but these “were not in 
deliberate defiance of the law”. 

The inquiry had cleared the board, 
manager and staff of any possible sus- 
picion by the frank admission of no at- 
tempt to prove personal dishonesty. “The 
motives were good”, though the methods 
often used were open to criticism, and the 
board members had been “active and 
conscientious in their duties”. 

The business of the district, the Com- 
missioner found, has been remarkably well 
managed, and “the board and Mr. Gray 
did an excellent work in making the suc- 
cess it did of the venture in view of the 
losses sustained before they took hold.” 

Congratulations are accordingly due 
to the residents of the district in that their 
position has been markedly improved and 
their prospects brightened by the capable 
handling of their affairs, and to the board 
and officials who achieved this practical 
result though by methods some of which 
the law did not authorize. 

Perhaps one reason the methods did 
not always conform to law was that the 
law's requirements were not sufficiently 
specific. At least the Commissioner re- 
commends that the statute be amended to 
more definitely fix the powers of the 
board. 

He also recommends that an election 
of a new board be held as early as possible 
—the former trustees to be eligible for re- 
election; further testimony that wherein 
they transgressed the written law they 
did so “from one general honest thought 
and in the public good”. 


Going Alone 


Some criticism is offered in Washing- 
ton as well as in London because Secre- 
tary Hull did not renounce the trade 
treaty with Japan sooner, or at least in- 
form the British Government of his in- 
tention. Had either been done, it is sug- 
gested, Britain could have taken a firmer 
stand and refused to concede Japan any- 
thing resembling belligerent rights in 
China. 

But two things are to be noted in this 
connection. The first is that Britain has 
not yet conceded anything. Mr. Chamber- 
lain agreed to the “formula” at Tokyo on 
condition that the Tientsin affair be set- 
tled on the basis of a local dispute. It has 
not been settled yet. Until the condition 
has been met, the formula “does not 
apply.” 

The other point is that eight years ago 
the United States wanted to call a halt to 
the Japanese invasion of the continent of 
Asia. But there was no assurance forth- 
coming of backing from London, or other 
European capitals, and the Japanese oc- 
cupied Manchuria—as a foot-hold and base 
for the conquest of the rest of China. If 
Washington prefers to act alone now, no 
censure from abroad is in order. 

Washington at least knows its own 
mind. But the British and the other Euro- 
pean governments hadn’t any “mind” on 
the subject when they ,were asked to co- 
operate eight years ago. 


The Line of Least Resistance 


Mr. G. Ward Price, an English jour- 
nalist, biographer and reputed friend of 
Chancellor Hitler and Premier Mussolini, 
records the opinion that the Nazis are not 
likely to declare war on France or Britain. 
If these are drawn into conflict he thinks 
it will be to protect countries they have 
guaranteed, rather than to protect them- 
selves, 

The Nazi objective, he says, is to gain 
sway over the whole of eastern Europe 
Poland being too formidable an obstacle to 
the “march to the east,” they are likely to 
choose the southern route via Hungary, 
which leads directly to Yugoslavia 
mania and Russia. 

If this chart of probabilities is correct, 
France and Britain have been doing wor- 
rying and spending which the eastern 
countries should have been doing on their 
own acount, And they haven't got unani- 
mous thanks or promises of assistance 
from the prospective victims. 

It is to be said for this attempt to

fathom the Hitler plans that a raid into | 


eastern Europe offers more spoils at less 
cost than a war against France and Bri- 
tain. Lf the raid could be pulled off with- 
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out the latter countries being drawn into 
the fray, the spoils would be large and the 
cost comparatively light. 

Statesmen, it is sometimes said, are not 
more altruistic than their predecessors; 
but they sometimes seem to be. In an 
earlier age Hitler could have marched his 
armies all over eastern Europe without let 
or hindrance from France or Britain— 
perhaps with their tacit consent on a quid 
pro quo basis. 


Next on the List 


Dr. Camsell, deputy minister of the 
federal department of mines and resources, 
states definitely that both the Big Bend 
highway and the Jasper-Lake Louise high- 
way will be completed this year. 

This means that western Canada will 
have a decidedly stronger appeal to make 
for tourist traffic next summer, and the 
traffic will undoubtedly show a marked 
increase. With completion of the Big Bend 
loop the Trans-Canada highway will be 
open from Winnipeg to the Coast. Comple- 
tion of the Jadsper-Lake Louise highway 
will give visitors to Banff an opportunity 
to visit Jasper by driving only 150 miles, 
and motorists going to Jasper from the 
prairies can reach Banff and the Trans- 
Canada by driving the same distance. 

The all-Canadian route through the 
mountains will be popular with Canadian 
motorists, and also with visitors from the 
United States—who have hitherto had to 
make a side-trip to Waterton or Banff 
to see something of the Canadian Rockies 
and then turn back if they wanted to go 
on to Vancouver. To both Canadian and 
visiting tourists, the ice-field highway is 
bound to be equally attractive. 

Edmonton, in the circumstances, can- 
not expect to sce more than a minimum of 
the traffic drawn next summer by these 
two new tourist roads. But their comple- 
tion marks the end of the Dominion’s pro- 
gram of mountain highways. It therefore 
clears the way for new projects; and the 
next projects of the kind should be the 
completion of the Jasper highway ‘up to 
tourist standard, and its extension toscon- 
nect at Blue River with the highway to 
Kamloops and the Trans-Canada. 

These would be the next logical steps 
in the development of the park-approach 
system, and to them Ottawa may be ex- 
pected to turn attention with the comple- 
tion of the two hihways now under con- 
struction. Nothing should be left undone 
to make sure that money for these roads 
will be voted at the winter session of parl- 
iament, and construction started next 
spring. 


The French air force has been strength- 
ened by the enlistment of 742 trained Czech 
airmen, who “hopped” to Poland—with 
their machines or without them—when 
the Nazi troops marched into their little 
republic. Besides the obvious gain to 
France, there is the inference that the 
Polish air force is not greatly in need of 
qualified fliers, else the Czechs probably 
would have enlisted there. The more prob- 
ably because if war comes Poland will be 
the fighting ground, and the place where 
the homeless airmen would have the best 
chance to avenge the assassination of their 
country.

the Drake billions. Almost no financier or 
economist could make a statement about finan- 
cial conditions in England and America, but the 
wily Hartnell gave it a twist and made capital 
of it. When Scotland Yard ultimately caught 
up with him, it was not on suspicion of fraud, 
but because of his loose and riotous living. Not 
till he was deported as an undesirable did he 
fall into the clutches of the police. 

Final piece of amaze. After Hartnell was ar- 
rested, four thousand of his dupes gathered at 
an open air meeting. After hearing the rogue 
quote Scripture and denounce the “international 
financiers” for blocking his plans to make them 
all rich, the victims contributed a further $4,000 
to Hartnell’s defence.

Selfish, Shortsighted 


Canada would never go ahead, and would 
deserve not to go ahead, if such an attitude 
toward foreign industry seeking to establish 
itself in this country as is reflected by shoe 
workers of Montreal were to prevail. A des- 
patch from Montreal the other day told of a 
mass meeting of workers in the shoe-manu- 
facturing industry protesting energetically 
against entry into Canada of 250 Czecho-Slovak 
technicians for the Bata shoe industry that is to 
be located at Frankford, Ont. It was claimed 
that the coming of this industry would add to 
unemployment. 

One would suggest that this protest, which 
possibly has been inspired by “higher-ups” in 
the Canadian shoe industry, is both selfish and 
shortsighted. As one understands it, the tech- 
nicians that the Bata shoe company would bring 
into Canada will be the nucleus of a staff of 
perhaps 1,500 that will be predominantly Cana- 
dian. Canadian labor will learn from these 
skilled men, and it is natural, anyway, that the 
company should want to bring them in. 

It might be suggested too, that Canada will 
be the gainer by every legitimate industry 
brought into this country. New industries 
should mean, not unemployment, but employ- 
ment. And employment means spending 
capacity, and ability to get along without state 
assistance. 

Canada needs an awakening. It needs an 
awakening out of selfish, one would almost say 
pig-headed spirit. If we can’t be responsive to 
new industries knocking at our door we deserve 
to go under—and stay under. 

Is Canada to be a land of opportunity or 
one governed and ringed around by selfishness?

Germany Begins to Pay 

Even from the official figures issued by the 
Nazi government it is clear that Germany is 
paying an increasingly heavy price fof her 
attempt to turn back the hands of the clock of 
civilization. Statistics issued by the Reich de- 
partment of statistics (Reichagesundheitsamt) 
tell their own story. Here are a few of the 
more striking: 


1933 1938

These factors are responsible for the 
enormous increase: First, under-nutrition; 


second, shortage of skilled physicians; third, the 
extra strain caused by the long hours of work. 
The greatest increases among industrial workers 
are shown in the building trades, where the men 
now work 14 to 16 hours a day. 

When Germany drove out her Jewish and 
liberal doctors she inflicted upon herself an 
even greater injury than she did to the victims. 
Not only has there been a marked shortage of 
good doctors as a result, but the whole medical 
profession has been demoralized. In 1938 alone, 
the figures show, there were 766 fewer reg- 
istered midwives than in previous years. 

The most astounding part of the story has 
to do with figures for venereal disease. An offi- 
cial Nazi publication recertly made the specific 
statement that no less than 75 per cent of the 
male population of Germany had at one time or 
another been afflicted with some form of 
venereal disease. Outside observers are inclined 
to put this statement down as an unusually wild 
bit of Nazi publicity. It was made in connection 
with an anti-disease campaign and seems tc 
have been more concerned with those it was 
supposed to influence in Germany rather than 
with world opinion. Nevertheless, it is no 
secret that the strange kind of morality 
advocated by the whole Nazi propaganda 
machine has had other results than the produc- 
tion of a great crop of illegitimate children.— 
Victoria Times.

Training ’

| OTTAWA, Aug. 2—The train- 
ing of suitable British Columbia 
youths as aircraft mechanics is 
subject of discussion between 

Dominion government and the 

provincial authorities. 

An agreement has already been 
made with the Ontario government 
| to. train 600 young men and an of- 
ficial of the department of labor 
| is now in the west consulting the 
provincial governments, 

The entire scheme calls for the 
| training of 2,000 young men, When 
| their training is completed they 
will be eligible for entry as appren- 
tice aircraft mechanics for the 
Royal Canadian Air Force ind their 
rates of pay will be higher than 
the general service men, owing to 
their technical training. The cost 
of the training will be shared fifty- 
fifty between the Dominion and 
provincial governments. 


FOR OLDER PEOPLE 

Other projects for the re-habilita- 
tion of unemployed older people are 
also under consideration, Last ses- 
| sion parliament voted half a million 
| dollars for this purpose, Agree- 
| ments under this head have been 
| made with British Columba and Al-
